I do not want to criticise the abstract of title, because 
it has served the American land owner long and faithfully, and it is 
still in use in many parts of our country.

with the swiftness of the airship. 
Moreover, not only is this rate of 
spread determined by the nature of 
the transportation facilities of the re- 
gion or the era, but towns and vil- 
lages, mainland and island, are in- 
vaded early or late or preserved en- 
tirely from attack according as they 
lie within or without the avenues of 
approach or are protected by inacces- 
sibility, as in instances of remote 
mountain settiements and of islands 
distant from the ocean lanes or frozen 
in during winter periods.” 





Tin. 

Tin is a mineral the same as fron | 
and lead. It is not made in the sense 
that brass is made of other metals. 
The principal countries that supp 
tin are the East Indies, the islands of. 
Banca, Billiton and Sumatra, the 
Malay peninsula, AustraNa, Bolivia 
and Cornwall, England. Most of the 
ore from the Bast Indies and the 
Malay peninsula is obtained by wash- 
ing alluvial gravels. There are also 
mines in Saxony, Bohemia, Russia, 
Spain, Portugal and Japan, but the to- 
tal output of these countries is insig- 
nificant. The presence of tin deposits 
in Caltfornia, Texas, South Dakota, 
and North Carolina has been known 
for a long time, but up to this time 
there has been no mining on a com- 
mercial scale, 





Istandere Pay No Taxes. 

Those who have read “Westward 
Ho!” remember Lundy island, which 
lies in the English channel. It is one 
of the best known of the many island 
“monarchies” that surround Great 
Britain. It is a delightful little jewel 
that was once the haunt of ptrates 
and smuggiers. It was once captured 
by French pirates, and later fell into 
the hands of Turkish privateers. 
While the island may not be the 
real paradise of man, it is actually 
owned by the Heaven family. A 
clergyman by that name rules over 
a kingdom of 1,200 acres and fewer 
than 500 souls. No one can dwell on 
this island without the consent of the 
owner. It is declared, in the deed from 
the British crown. to be forever free 
from taxation. 





Ostend Manifesto. 

On the eighteenth of October in 
1854, the Ostend manifesto was drawn 
up. The slavery leaders in the United 
States were in favor of annexing the 
island of Cuba. In President Polk's 
administration $100,000,000 was offer- 
ed Spain as a purchase price, but re- 
fused. President Pierce sent Bu- 
chanan, United States minister at Lon- 
don, to Ostend to confer on the ques- 
tion with Mason, minister to Parise and 
Soule, minister at Madrid. The 
manifesto of Ostend was the re- 
sult. This extraordinary document 
declared that the Union could not be 
secure unless Cuba was annexed, and 
that Cuba, if not annexed, would be- 
come Africanized and “endanger” the 
Tnited States. The advent of the 
Civil war ended the controversy.

Trau, Situated on Smal! island in 
the Adriatic Sea, is Slace of 
Unusual Interest. 

= 

Trau is a Hittle city, on a little 
island, in the Adriatic sea. Trau is 
the Greek name for watermelon, which 
is the shape of the island, but the 
people claim that the name is a deriva- 
tion of Traghilon, whence the 
Greeks came to Trau in 380 B. C. 
Many fascinating fictions are fixed be- 
liefs in the minds of the natives of 
the island. They believe a cypress 
bush *was miraculously planted to 
shelter a statue of the city’s patron 
saint, Giovann! Orsini, and that the 
Same saint’s spirit nourishes it. They 
also believe that the book which the 
Lion of St. Mark holds was snapped 
shut when Venice relinquished the is- 
land. rather than that the statue was 
earved that way. The town has less 
than 20,000 population and fairly 
breathes a medieva) spirit. The houses 
are built so close together that vehicle 
traffic is almost impossible, and the 
streets are 80 crooked that pedes- 
trians find difficulty getting around, 
This was because of military neces- 
sity at the time the artistic little 
city was created. 

The father of the Dalmation history, 
Giovanni Lucio, was born there. King 
Bela IV fled there after the Tartars 
overrun his country, but continued to 
Kraglievac when the intrenched city 
was beselged, although it did not fall. 
Byzantines, Huns, Franks, Genoese 
and Venetians fought for Trau, the 
Saracens looted it. Napoleon took it in 
1806, and the Austrions gained it seven 
years later. 





MEXICAN -OPALS IN DEMAND 


Even With Primitive Methods, Our 
Southern Meighbors Dig Beautiful 
Stones From Their Mines. 

The Queretaro district:is the chief 
source of supply of Mexican opals. All 
the mines are owned by Mericans. No 
foreign capital is tnvested. Old-fash- 
toned methods of minipg are employed 
and activity ie desultory. If prices 
are good, work becomes feverish. If 
prices drop off, few opals are mined. 

Most of the best quality stones go to 
Mexico City. Dealers there market 
them in other countries. The poorer 
grades are sold in little shops through- 
out Mexico or are peddled to tourists 
at railway stations. Thousands of 
these cheap opals are sold in towns 
along the border in the United States, 
They can be bought for from 80 cents 
up. 

It is this cheap grade of stones that 
has given Mexican opals a poor. repu- 
tation among jewelry buyers. The 
fact fs, a fine Mexican opal is a beau- 
tiful gem. It differs from Australian 
opals in that the latter are usually 
opaque to transmit Nght, whereas Mex- 
lean opals are usually clear. To bring 
out the soft play of colors in a Mexi- 
can stone, artificial backs are often 
used in setting the gems. Many are 
backed with their own genuine matrix. 


)The hetter clase of Mexican opals is. 


not so expensive as the Australian or 
those imported from the famous mines 
of Australia, but they are far from 
cheap. 





Superstitious Londoners. 

In London there Is said to be a 
deep-seated belief among East end 
girls in*the. efficacy of dragon’s-blood 
as a love-philtre. Touching on the 
same subject, a Whitechapel herbalist 
relates how a girl, after buying some 
tormentil root of his, volunteered the 
information -that, having been jilted 
by her young man, she consulted a 
“wise woman,” who told her to get 
a bunch of tormentil and burn it at 
midnight on a Friday. The faithless 
one would then revert to his al- 
legiance. On three successive Satur- 
days she returned for fresh supplies 
of the root, when either the charm 
worked or she grew tired of it, as she 
ceased her purchases. Mandrake, too, 
is largely purchased by superstitious 
cockneys, Every Sunday at a pitch 
by Petticoat lane a hawker does a 
profitable trade In slices of mandrake, 
which, he assures his audience, will 
cure everything. On his barroy are 
a few roots carefully selected for their 
resemblance to the human form, 
“Gathered at midnight.” he shouts, 
“and they “screamed terrible when 
pulled out of the ground.” 
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Apes Have Poor Sight. 

“Apes are frequently short-sighted 
and require spectacles as much as 
human beings do.”

William Penn, 

In 1644 on Oct. 14 William Penn, 
founder of Pennsylvania, was born 
in London. He was the son of Ad- 
miral Sir William Penn. At the age 
of thirty-eight he came to America 
and settled in Philadelphia. He was 
a Quaker and his humanitarian and 
peaceful policies were strikingly 
shown in his dealings with the Indi- 
ans. Of all the white settlers, Penna 
was the only one with whom they kept 
faith. The Indians trusted him cem- 
pletely and no treaty made with them 
by Penn was ever broken. The Indians, 
it is said, never attacked one of 
Penn's Quaker followers. William 
Penn spent but. a short time in Amer- 
iea, a trifle more than four years in 
all, broken by a return to England, 
In 1701 he returned te England, where 
he remained until his death at Rus- 
combe, Berkshire county.

‘ Ammonia promptly applied when a 
bee stings you prevents serious con- 
sequences and allays pain. It has gen- 
erally been supposed that this was 
true also of wasp stings; but Edward 
R. Speyer, an Oxford university spe- 
clalist, points out in a letter to the 
London Times that the application of 
ammonia or any other alkali to a 
wasp sting makes it worse. 

The reason is that the poison of a 
bee’s sting is acid; that of a wasp’s 
sting is alkaline. Hence alkalies, like 
| ammonia, -neutralize the acid of the 
bee’s sting, but aggravate the toxic 
effects of the wasp’s alkaline sting. 

The best thing to apply to a wasp’s 
sting is vinegar, ‘being the nearest 
acid in domestic service. Onion juice, 
lemon juice, or any other handy acid 
will do as well. 

The Lancet says these facts ought 
to be widely known, “for not uncom- 
monly the sting proves to be not a 
simple puncture but the beginning of 
a toxic process sometimes fatal. A 
wasp sting on the moist mucosa, as 
in the mouth, invariably leads to seri- 
ous inflammation, with most distress- 
{ng results. If the simple gargling or 
washing of the attacked spot. with an 
acid fluid in such a casé keeps down 
the swelling lives may well be saved.”
